Heat, intense to suffocation, w placed 
by a cool breeze at 2:30,anda few minutes 
later the city was under a _ threatening 
pall of clouds. Darker and darker grew 
the sky and at 2:50 an ominous se of elec- 
trio flashes, mumbling of thundgr, and whirl- 
mg of black clouds overhead betokened some 
terrible disaster. People who had seen 
cyclones before fled in terror to cellars and 
basements, frightened animals fled hither and 
thither, and people apprehensive of some un. 
known disaster fled to any place that prom- 
ised shelter. ! 

Several people were - killed, many others in- 
jured, buildings were blown down or un- 
rooted, trees were torn up and thrown across 
the streets, and damage was done in nearly 
all portions of the city. Nearly all the big 
office buildings suffered from the loss of win- 
dows. Even the Democratic wigwam did not 
escape, it now being minus a roof. 

For an hour or two before the storm broke 
the sky was slightly overcast by floating 
masses of clouds, which seemed to threaten 
an ordinaty summer shower. These, how- 
ever, gathered and piled upon each other, 
growing blacker and blacker, until an impene- 
trable darkness settled over the city. Gas 
and electric lamps were lighted in dwellings 
and business-houses everywhere. A vivid 
flash of lightning from out the gloom seemed 
to paralyze all the electric lights for a few 
seconds, as they went out immediately after 
it, and were several minutes in recovering 


their original brightness. 


Following the great biack cloud came one 


of leaden gray, which brought a deluge and 
a hurticane in itstrain. Rain swept through 
the streets in serried columns of silver gray 
and whirled around corners and through open 
courts in masses of solid water. 

Everytaing and everybody were driven from 
the streets. Teamsters deserted their vehicles 
to seek places of shelter,and even the street- 
cars stopped running fora time. That busy 
region in the neighborhood of Madison and 
Dearborn streets, of which Tun Trinune 
Building is the center, was as deserted as a 
village street at midnight. 

For half an hour the down-pour came in 
torrents and was whirled with giant force 
against all obstructions. Hail fell, too, but

DAMAGE DONE AT THE WIGWAM, 


The Canvas Roof Torn Off and the Center- 
Pole Broken—New Roof to Be Put On. 
When the wind got under the canvas which 

sheltered the pit of the Democratic wigwam 

on Michigan avenue yesterday afternoon it 
raised the great center-pole from its position 
and dashed it with such force against the pro- 
jecting roof that it broke into three pieces. 

The great sheet of canvas was rent from one 

end to the other, and the small mid-air lake 

that had been so quickly formed on this 
flimsy surface by an unprecedented rain 
dropped to the floor with almost the force of 

a waterfall. The fitfy or sixty men who were 

at work in the building were terrified and 
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sought shelter under the balconies and in the 
remote corners of the structure that seemed 
less likely to be carried away by the wind. 

I'm glad it occurred today instead of a 
week from today, said Col. Bright, the ser- 
geant-at-arms of the National committee. 
e felt reasonably sure the building was safe, 
but I know that it is now.” 

As the storm approached Col. Bright and 
his assistant, John P. Hopkins, were in the 
building. As it grew in violence they became 
suspicious that the canvas might not be able 
to hold its own, and they rushed across the 
street for the purpose, as they say, of getting 
a better view of what was taking place on the 
roof. Just after they crossed the street the 
entire central portion of the roof represented 
by the canvas was raised up—water,’ center- 
pole, and all—and catne down with a crash 
and a splash. Then the rain poured into 
the great opening with the same vio- 
lence that it pounded the granite paving out 
on Michigan avenue. 

Canvas Roof Too Small. 

The canvas, it seems, was hardly large 
enough to cover the openmg, but had been 
made to perform its mission by the superior 
strength of agangof canvas men who had 
spent several days tugging and pulling to 
bring it over the projecting roof. When the 
wind reached its greatest velocity the 
big center pole commenced to yield 
after the manner of a small sapling 
on the prairie in a great storm. The can 
vas men found shelter where they could, 
but Contractor Allen gota few of his men to 
venture upon the perilous task of cutting the 
guy ropes. If he had been more ot a sailor 
he would have probably given the order, Cut 
away the mast,” as there was danger of pull- 
ing everything up by the rootsif the ship 
could not turn over. :

.|@verlap of four feet on the board and gravel 


blown in and one on Adams street fell on the 
sidewalk. Clerks employed on the west and 
south sides of the bank were busy closing 
up the day’s business and when the crash 
came notes and papers were caught up by the 
wind and blown in all directions over the 
adjacent streets. A torrent of water driven 
through the broken windows deluged papers 
on the desks. What the loss on notes and pa- 
pers would amount tothe bonk officials were 
unable to say. The actual damage to build- 
ing and fixtures will not probable exceed $500. 

The grain department of Armour & Co. oc- 
cupies a third of the top or eleventh floor of 
the building. Thirty-five men are employed 
in this department. When the storm struck 
they were engaged at their desks. Two heavy 
plate-glass transoms over the windows on the 
west side of the office fell in and the frag- 
ments scattered in all directions. Follow- 
ing this came a volume of water which 
shot across the room in horizontal sheets, 
everything, even to the opposite

is not remarkable. In the language of one 
ofthem: We did not wait for the elevators ; 
we dropped down to the first floor.” Aside 
from the wettmg and the breakmg of the 
transoms no damage was done in this office, 
though the narrow escape of several clerks is 
shown by the deep indentations made in their 
desks by the shattered glass. 

On the same floor transoms were broken in 
the offices of Isaac Adams and the Diamond 
Jo line of steamers, but only slight damage 
was done, 

What Architect Jenney Says. 
W. L. B. Jenney, architect of the building, 
whose office is on the top floor, made a sur- 
vey of the damage as soon as the force of the 
storm was spent. He said it was the most re- 
markable thing that had ever come under his 
observation. 

“The glass came in,” he sai ‘and the 
woodwork remained 
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vigoros stretching—was re- 
sorted to, and by dintof pulling and hauling 
the deficiency was made up. Every seven 
feet the canvas was guyed to 6x6 scantlings 
spiked to the roof, The supportmg and 
strengthening ropes were securely sewed to 
the canvas, and but for this the sheet would 
have been torn into shreds. If the quality of 
the canvas had been better it is held to be 
more than likely that, instead of givmg, it 
would have torn the whole building down, 
bringing death and injury to a nurhber of the 
workmen. a 

The roof, on which several hundred men 
will go to work today, will contain 
100,000 feet of lamber. The row of 
posts directly in the rear of the Chairman’s 
stand will be extended clear of the building. 
The posts all around the amphitheater will be 
brought out to the end of the first raised seat, 
and trusses, both wooden and of iron, will sup- 
port the roof, which will be nearly flat. A 
circle of skylights will extend over the center 
of the building. 

Proves Its Strength, 

“The storm which todk the circus roof off 
the wigwam has demonstrated one thing,” said 
Sergeant-at-Arms Bright, “and that is that 
the building itself is strong and substantial, 
and will stand the strain of the 20,000 people 
which is the outside estimate of the nuinbér 


who will be in the building at one time. Per- 
sonally I do not think there will ever be to ex- 


ceed 17,000 people in te wigwam at any time, 
and that will be about 15,000 more than there 
should be at any session. 

When the storm came up this afternoon I 
was in the building, and I watched its work 
from across the street, where I had found a 
safe retreat before the canvas roof went. If the 
building had not been well put up there would 
have been only a pile of kindling-wood on the 
site after it was over, for it looked to me as 
though three or four cyclones had gotten 
tangled up over the building and were fighting 
with one another in consequence. 

In the substantial building in which I had 
found a refuge I could feel the walls sway and 
creak under the tremendous wind pressure, 
but the frail-looking wigwam stood the test 
with hardly a quiver. It is founded like the 
Democratic party—on tne solid rock, and 
though the winds may blow and the storms 
rage the party stands firm and fast. That's 
pretty good for an off-hand simile, is it not? 
The wigwam is all right; so is the Democratic 
party. So will be Mr.——but then I won't 
mention his name just now. | 

It was a lucky thing the wind-storm came 
today instead of waiting a week.- Just think 
what it would have been if we had gone ahead 
and completed all our arrangements and got 
the hali decorated and then had the storm 
come to spoil things about the day before the 
convention. As it is we have plenty of time 
to get the roof replaced with a better and 
stronger one during the week. I am assured 
the wigwam will be complete in every detail 
before next Saturday night.“ 


J. J. F. ODELL BADLY INJURED, 


Windows of the Home Insurance Building 
Blown In—Damage in Armour’s Office. 
The Home Insurance Building, an eleven- 

story structure at the northeast corner of La 

Salle and Adams streets, was fiercely assailed 

by the storm, and of the tenants in that build- 

ing the chiet sufferer was the Union National 
This concern occupies the corner on 
the second floor. When the storm came up 
the President of the bank, J. J. P. Odell, was 
sitting at his desk near one of the win- 
dows on the La Salle street side. As 
suddenly as though struck by a cannon ball 
the big plate glass back of him broke in frag- 
ments, which were hurled upon him and over 
his desk, At the same time two other win- 
dows in the bank, one on the Adams street 
side, the other on La Salle street, crashed in 
with a noise that caused à panic among the 
clerks. 
The force of the storm was only momen- 
tary, and when it had subsided Mr. Odeil was 
found leaning over his desk. bleeding from 


| wounds inflicted by the broken glass. The glass 


| 


casings were torn away and the fastenings of 
transom chains broken, but generally only 
the glass suffered. 
In a wing of the building on the north side, 
fully exposed to the brunt of the storm and 
where a number of drafteamen are em- 
ployed, the shock was scarcely felt. Mr. 
Jenney said these men felt less jar 
from the storm than they feel 
every day from the dynamos in the Edison 
Electric Light Building adjoining, and dwelt 
on this as an incontrovertible argument 
against the assumption that high steel frame 
buildings could not withstand a hurricane. 

The wind was the strongest I have ever 
been through, and aside from breaking 
windows, it has not damaged the building a 
particle,” he said, | 

A singular phase of the wreck at the Home 
Insurance Building was that it seemed to 
select alternate windows for destruction. In 
the Union National Block it was every other. 
window that was broken, and the same rule 
held good on the top floor. 


IN THE EDISON COMPANY BUILDING. 


Difficulty Experienced in Supplying Elec- 
tric Lights—Many Cut Off, 

When the dark cloud came over the scene in 
the Chicago Edison company’s building, ad- 
joining that of the Home Insurance company, 
it was exciting. All hands were called to the 
dynamo room, lights being turned on so rap- 
idly throughout the city as to tax the capacity 
of the plant. All the reserve engines and 
dynamos, about 1,000 horse-power, were 
thrown on rapidly till a total of nearly 4,000 
horse-power was in full operation. 

When the storm struck the Home Insurance 
Building the scene became one of intense ex- 
citement. Inside one felt that the great 
structure might fall over and crush out of ex. 
istence the little Edison Building next door. 
But the dynamo men were too busy to feel 
afraid and hurried back and forth, keeping 
the pressure up and tending the machines, 

Just at the most severe point of the storm, 
when the lightning was playing outside and 
the hail was racing by in level lines, 
there was a sharp report, a blinding 
flash, and half of the building was 
in darkness, save for the pilot lan.ps of the 
machines. One of the fuses of the house cir- 
cuit had gone, putting out part of the lamps 
in the buildmg, but not hurting those outside. 

The semi-obscurity only made the scene the 
more striking. The dynamo-tenders hurrying 
back and forth looked like denizens of the in- 
fernal regions, and the heat around the engines 
was great enough to warrant the supposition. 

Suddenly there was another short flash and 
mains to the Northern Hotel and the new 
Monadnock and Kearsarge Buildings were 
disconnected. But this damage was soon re- 
paired, and as it gradualiy grew lighter the 
load on the plant sensibly diminished and all 
was as usual again. 

Rivaling the scene inside in interest was 
the scene outside on Adams strect. The street 
was crowded with vehicles of all descriptions 
when the storm broke. Horses became un- 
manageable and tried to find shelter from the 
storm. One walked nearly into the door of 
the Rookery pulling a dilapidated express 
wagon behind it. A team of horses hitched 
to an express company’s wagon started down 
the street at a gallop, cutting a wide swath 
through the other vehicles. Men tied their 
teams wherever they could find anchorage, 
and rushed for shelter, One witness individual 
tied his horse by the checkrain to the wheel of 
a wagon standing near.

The “ Abolition party”’ first met in con ven- 
tion at Warsaw, N. I., Nov. 13, 1839, and sub- 
sequently at Albany April 1, 1840. It adopted 
a resolution at Warsaw proposing the organ- 
ization of a distinct and independent Abo- 
lition party, and nominated James G. Birney 
of New York for President, and Francis Le- 
moyne of Pennsylvania for Vice President. 
Among its prominent members were Samuel 
Fessenden of Maine and the Rev. John Pier- 
pont of Massachusetts. 

Its candidates received 7,069 votes, cast in 

all the Northern States (thirteen) except Indi- 


ana. 

The Liberty party met Aug. 30, 1843, at 
Buffalo, N. I. It was composed of 148 dele- 
gates from twelve States. Leicester King of 
Ohio was chosen as Chairman, and after a 
spirited debate a portentously long plat- 
form was adopted, and James G. Birney 
of New York was nominated for President, 
and Thomas Morris of Ohio for Vice-Presi- 
dent.

Smalley, ** where they ran straight tickets 
of their own, gave a great impetus to the fur- 
ther extension of the party.“ Its first national 
triumph was won in the Thirty-fourth Con- 
gress, which convened Dec. 3, 1855,'when, after 
an ineffectual struggle of two months to elect 
a Speaker, it was agreed that a plurality 
vote should elect. and on Feb. 2, 1856, 
Nathaniel P. Banks Jr. of Massachusetts was 
chosen Speaker on the 133d ballot. 
Kansas troubles ’’ (so called) took much of 
the time of this Congress, the House passing 
the Army approprirtion with a proviso for- 
bidding use of the army to enforce the 
acts of the pro-slavery Kansas Legislature. 
The Senate rejected the proviso and the bill 
failed. President Pierce called an extra 
session immediately and the Army bill with- 
out the proviso became a law, the House re- 
ceding therefrom. During this Congress 
grants of public lands were made in various 
Southern and Western States to aid in the 
construction of new railroads, and the Tariff 
act of 1857, which reduced duties on imports 
to a rate lower than those of any tariff since 
that of 1816, were the only measures of itn por- 
tance which became laws. | 
In 1855 the Republicans throughout the North 
strengthened their capa tnntinet and in many 
States were successful. The Whig party ex- 
hibited vitality in but four States, Maine, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts, and Ohio, while 
in the South it was completely merged in the 
Know-Nothing or American organization. The 
Kansas tronbles’’—so called—which occu- 
pied most of the time of the Thirty-fourth 
Congress, steadily weakened the Whig in the 
proportion that it strengthened the Republic- 
an party. The latter was, however, without 
a national organization, and the leaders in the 
movement for its formation accordmgly 
called a national convention for the purpose 
of effecting an organization. It convened at 
Pittsburg on Feb. 22, 1856, and perfected ar- 
rangements for the convention at Philadel- 
phiain dune followmg, ~ -.« >. 


FIRST NATIONAL CONVENTION, 


Held at Philadelphia, Pa., June 17. 1856— 
Fremont and Dayton. 

The first Republican National convention— 
in the proper sense of the term—was alto- 
yether the most spontaneous convention in 
The delegates 
were not selected or chosen by any estab- 
lished rule or plan, and but little regard was 
paid to the number of votes to which a State 
should be entitled, New York having 96, Ohio 
69, and Pennsylvania 81. 

All of the Northern States were represented, 
as were the States of Delaware, Kentucky, 
and Maryland. The convention was called to 
order by Edwin D. Morgan, Chairman of the 
Republican National Exegutive committee, 
who reported the name of Robert Emmett of 
New York for Temporary Chairman, and 
a Vice-President and Secretary from 
each State. The organization was 
perfected by the selection of Henry S. 
Lane of Indiana as Permanent President, 
after which the convention was turned into a 
„political love-feast, and gave itself up to 
speech-making, the speeches being of the 
most exuberant and enthusiastic character, 
a natural proceeding in view of the numerous 
accessions it was receiving from the Whig 
and American parties, and the extraordinary 
success it had recently achieved in the North- 
ern States. 

On an informal ballot for President Col. 
John C. Fremont of California received 359 
votes; John McLean of Ohio, 196; Charles 
Sumner of Massachusetts, 2, and William H. 
Seward of New York, 1 vote. Col. Fremont 
was then unanimously nominated. An in- 
formal ballot was then taken for a candidate 
for Vice-President, on which William L. Day- 
ton of New Jersey received 259 votes; Abra- 
ham Lincoln of IIlinois, 110; Nathaniel P. 
Banks of Massachusetts, 46, and twelve other 
candidates received scattering support. Mr. 
Dayton was then unanimously nominated. 

The fact that Col. Fremont had declined the 
nomination of the seoeders from the Know- 
Nothing” convention 8 in a large 
measure to bring about his n6Omination, while 
that of Mr. Dayton for Vice-President was 
expected to complete the disruption of the 
Whig party.

SECOND NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


At Chicago, III., May 16, 17, 18, 1860—Lin- 


ecéln and Hamlin. 


The second National convention, which met 


at Chicago May 16, 1860, was, if possible, more 
enthusiastic than its predecessor. The Repub- 
licans had carried every Northern State in 
which an election was held in 1859 with the ex- 
ception of California; Oregon, where the op- 
position majority was but 59; New York, 
where the united vote of the Democrats and 
third party men was less than 2,000 more than 
the Republican vote, and Rhode Island, where 
they were defeated by a fusion of all the oppo- 
sition elements. : 

All the free States were represented, dele- 
gates also being present from the States of 
Delaware, Kentucky, Maryland, Missouri, 
Texas, and Virginia and from the Territories 
of Kansas, Nebraska, and the District of Co- 
lumbia. There was some suspicion as to the 
status of some of the Territorial delegates, 
but they were finally given seats with dimin- 
ished voting strength. 

Dayid Wilmot of Pennsylvania was chosen 
Temporary Chairman and George Ast.mun of 
Massachusetts Permanent President. 

On the second day’s session there was along 
debate over the resolution reported from the 
Committee on Order of Business, which pre- 
sented the question whether a majority of the 
whole number of delegates were all of the 
States of the Union fully represented in the 
Electoral College (304 votes), or only a ma- 
jority of the delegates voting, should be neces- 
sary to nominate. The first proposition almost 
the equivalent of the Democratic two-thirds 
2 resisted strenuously by the friends 
of Mr. Seward, and was rejected by yeas, 331; 
nays, 130. 

The platform, as reported by Mr. Jessup of 
Pengsylvania from the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, was amended, and as adopted is as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That we, the delegated resenta- 
tivesfof the Republican Electors of the United 
States, in convention assembled, in discharge of 
the duty we owe to our constituents and our 
country, unite in the following declarations: 

1. That the history of the Nation during the 
last four years has fully established the propri- 
ety and 28 of the organizationfand perpet- 
uation of the Republican party, and that the 
causes which called it into existence are perma- 
nent iu their nature, and now. more than ever be- 
ene its peaceful and constitutional! tri- 
umph. | 

2. That the maintenance of the principles pro- 
muigated in the Declaration of Independence and 
the Federal Constitution, that all men are cre- 
ated equal; that they are endowea by their Cre- 
ator with certain inalienable rights; that among 
these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of t appi- 
ness; that to eecure these rights governments aro 
instituted among men, deriving their just pow- 
ers from the consent. of governed.“ 
is essential to the preservation of our 
republican institutions; and that the Federal 
Constitution. the rights of the States, and the 
Union of the States must and shall be preserved. 

3. That to the Union of the States this Nation 
owes its unprecedened increase in population, its 
surprising development of material resources, its 
rapid augmentation of wealth, its happiness at 
home, and its honor abroad; and we hold in 
abhorrence all schemes for disunion, come from 
whatever source they may} and we congratulate 
the country that no Republican member of Con- 
gress has uttered or countenanced the threats of 
disunion so often made by Democratic members 
without rebuke and with applause from thair 
political associates; and we denounce those 
threats of disunion in case of a popular over- 
throw of their ascendency as denying the vital 
principles of a free government and as an avowal 
of contemplated treason which it is the imperative 
auty of an indignant people sternly to rebuke and 
elfte silence. * 

4. That the maintenance inviolate of the ri 
the States, and especially the rights of —2 
to order and control its own domestic instité- 
tions according to its own judgment exclusively 
is essential to that balance of power on which 
the perfection and endurance of our politica! fab- 
ric depends, and we denounce the lawiess invasion 
by armed force the soil of any State or Territory 
no matter under what pretext, as among the 
gravest of crimes.

The nomination of Mr. Hamlin having been 
made unanimous, Mr. Giddings of Ohio sub-

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THIRD NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


At Baltimore, Md., June 7, 1864—Lincoln 
and Johnson, 

The election of 1864 took place during the 
throes of the great civil war. It had long 
been manifest that the Republican conven- 
tion, called to meet in Baltimore on June 7, 
would renominate Mr. Lincoln. A small, but 
active—if not bitter minority of the Repub- 
lican party complained of his conservatism 
and unwilfingness to adopt certain radical or 
extreme measures, which they deemed essen- 
tial to seccess, and an attempt was made to 
forestall the action of the Baltimore corven- 
tion by calling a convention in 
Cleveland, which met on May 
31. It contained about three hundred 
and fifty persons, Gen. John Cochrane being 
made President. Gen. John C. Fremont was 
nominated for President by acclamation, and 
Gen. Cochrane—with a few dissenting votes— 
for Vice-President. Sept. 21 both men with- 
drew their acceptance of the nomination.

McClellan 21, the popular vote being, for Mr. 
Lincoln 2,216,067, for Gen. McClellan 1,898,- 
725, a majority for Mr. Lincoln of 407,342, 
The States of Kansas and West Virginia had 
been admitted since the election of 1860, the 
former with one and the latter with three rep- 
resentatives. 


FOURTH NATIONAL CONVENTION 


At Chicago, III., May 20, 21, 1868—Grant 
and Colfax. @ 

By the assassination of President Lincoln 
on April 14, 1865, Andrew Johnson, the Vice- 
President, became President. Mr. Johnson 
had been nominated with the view of recog- 
nizing the war Democrats and the “sturdy 
Unionists of the South.“ From a position of 
almost violent hatred of the people of the re- 


‘ bellious States, or at least the leaders in the 


late rebellion, he changed his attitude so rad- 
ically in a few months that he was in direct 
antagonism with the party which elected him 
in respect to its policy for the reconstruction 
or reorganization of the secedmg States. It 
is no part of the purpose of the writer to nar- 
rate details of the long and bitter contest 
which only ended on his retirement from of- 
fice on March 4. 1869, suffice it to say that the 
campaign of 1868 was fought upon the issues 
growing out of the reconstruction acts of Con- 
gress, the amendments to the Constitution 

and the suffrage and citizenship they conferred 
upon the colored race. 

The Republican National convention con- 
ed in Chicago on May 20, 1868. There was 
practically no contest for the nomination for 
President, it being almost universally con- 
ceded that Gen. Ulysses S. Grant was the 
natural and inevitable choice of the Repub- 
licans for that office. The controlling reasons 


were his great military achievements, the 


part he took in the controversy with Presi- 
dent Johnson, and the fact that he was known 
to be in sympathy with the Republican party 
in respect to the questions growing out of 
the war.

A pispatce from London says that an 
Athenian professor of mathematics, named 
Damuskin, has invented an ice locomotive 
which he expects will carry him to the North

These rails are to be supplied with short thin 
spikes on the under side by ‘which they will 
be temporarily fastened to the ice. The loco- 
motive isto be operated by steam, and is 
idtended to throw out enough heat to keep 
the passengers from becoming intensely cold. 
It is to start from Spitzbergen and perform 
the journey of 600 miles from that point to the 
pole at the rate of ‘about thirty miles per 
hour, so that the going and returning can be 
achieved in two days witha stay of eight hours 
at the pole. The program is a takmg one. A 
machine of that kind, so far as the laying and 
taking up of a temporary track is concerned, 
was built in this city about a quarter of a cent- 
ury ago. It worked well enough so long as 
the road was level and smooth, but was soon 
given up as impracticable under ordinary 
conditions. It is possible that if Damaskin 
should get his machine in good working order, 
meet with nothing but level ice on the journey 
and return, and not get his boiler frozen up 
by the intense cold, etc., that tne effort will 
be crowned with success. And it may be said 
that the scheme is not more visionary than 
that to reach the pole by means of a balloon, 
perhaps less so, while it could not be a worse 
failure than have been the several expeditions 
by water in search of the northern extremity 
of the earth’s axis of rotation.

THE WORKINGS OF RECIPROCITY. 

The last number of the Forum has an ar- 
ticle by Senator Hoar giving the reasons for 
Republican control.“ One of them, and it is 
not the least important, is that in view of the 
fact that all the Democrats in the last Con- 
gress voted against the reciprocity clauses of 
the Tariff law and have been sneering at and 
abusing them ever since, it would not be safe 
to put them in a position where, they could 
overthrow a policy which has done and is do- 
ing so much to build up the foreign com merce 
of the country. 

Senator Hoar points out that under the reci- 
procity. sections of the present Taritf law ar- 
rangements' have been made with American 
countries with a population of twenty-one and 
ahalf millions and a yearly trade of five hun- 
The couftmercial doors 
of numerous States and colonies hitherto 
closed have been opened. If American mer- 
chants and producers have the energy and wis- 
dom to avail themselves of the facilities ex- 
tended them théy will reap rich rewards. But 
trace is slow to seek new channels sometimes. 
It takes time to break off old connections and 
establish new ones. The growth of commer- 
cial relations with Brazil has been checked by 
the fact that within a comparatively short pe- 
riod it has passed through three revolutions 
and a serious financial crisis. 

Notwithstanding these setbacks the Ameri- 
can exports to Brazil have gained 20 per cent 
in eight months in a constantly increasing 
ratio. During the two months of February 
and March last Brazil took flour to the value 
of $1,060,700, while for the corresponding 
months of 1891 the value was only $523,000. 
Here is a gain of nearly 100 per cent. As a re- 
sult of the increase in American shipments 
the proportion of the total amount of Brazilian 
imports supplied by the United States has 
risen from 8.50 to 14.49 per cent. And while 
England usdd to furnish 71 per cent of. the im- 
ports, it supplies now but 59.11 per cent. These 
figures explain why the commercial papers of 
England have so much to say of the inter- 
ference with the trade of that country by the 
new commercial policy of the United States 
and why Lord Salisbury has felt called on to 
point out the helplessness. of his country so 
long as it adheres to its present course. 

The expansion of the trade with Cuba is 
more marked than that with Brazil, because 
the isiand has not been subjected to political 
or financial convulsions. During the nine 
months ending April 30 last the exports to 
Cuba were valued at $14,600,000.. For the cor- 
responding months of 1890.91 they were valued 
at $9,830,000. The gain, it will be seen, was 
50 per cent. The gain in exports to Puerto 
Rico has been about 33 per cent. In all these 
cases there has been a marked increase, as 
Mr. Blaine predicted, in the quantity of flour 
taken. As the price of flour in the United 
States fell about 20 per cent during the period 
covered by the above statistics, the percentage 
of increase in the number of barrels of flour 
shipped is much larger than the increased per- 
centage of value of shipments. 

These are the facts which the Democrats 
take pains to hide from the people. Though 

they see in English papers the authoritative 
statements of the Presidents of Chambers of 
Commerce to the effect that there, is a de- 
crease in almost every item of merchandise 
furnished by Great Britain to South America, 
because the merchants of that part of the 
world are going to the United States to buy 
their goods, and though they see the number 
of vessels plying between this country and 

Brazil more than doubled to carry the in- 
creased freight, and the English and German 
merchants who are settled in Brazil coming 
to this country to buy the goods they used to 
purchase on the other side of the ocean, they 
suppress that intelligence and keep on assert- 
ing with brazen impudence that reciprocity is 
a failure. Of course they would abandon 
that policy were they in power. They would 
do nothing which interfered with English 
trade. Therefore it is better for the country 
that the Republicans should remain in con- 
trol. 


A STUPID WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENT. 
A local paper has a wild Washington dis- 
patch to the effect that the Secretary of the 
Treasury bas reduced the gold reserve fund 
thirty-eight million dollars, leaving it sixty- 
two millions, when it is required by law to be 
kept at a hundred millions. The idiotic cor- 
respondent proceeds to say that: | 

Notwithstanding that $38,000,000 has been with- 
drawn the Treasury balance sheet still shows the 
redemption fund to be intact and that there is 
$100,000,000 to its credit in the vaults of the Treas- 
ury. If Secretary Foster has legally withdrawn 
from the fund $35,000,000 he convicts himself of 
having made faise statements and having mis- 
represented the condition of the Treasury. 

This is a most asinine misre presentation of 
some statements made by the Secretary to a 
House committee last April and repeated by 
him since then in an interview at New York. 
Mr. Foster told the committee that since 1879 
legal tenders had been redeemed to the 
amount of thirty-eight million dollars and 
that therefore, while there was over a hundred 
millions of free gold in the Treasury, yet that 
he looked on only sixty-two million dollars of 
it as being the legal tender reserve fund and 
considered himself at liberty to use thirty- 
eight millions of the Treasury gold if neces- 
sary for the payment of current expenses. 
But he said further that a question of law was 
one thing anda question of policy quite an- 
other. |

Ihe 
correspondent says that those certificates are 
still issued although the Secretary has let the 
stock of gold run down to sixty-two millions, 
aud that hence he may be impeached. But as 
he has done nothing of the kind no charges 
can be preferred against him. 

How a paper of any standing can have in its 
service a correspondent who can make such 
amazing blunders and cannot understand a 


statement as simple as that made by Secretary 


Foster is past all comprehension. 


HOLMAN’S TEARFUL PLAINT. 
There is one public topic upon which the 
National Democratic convention so soon to 


assemble in this city will maintain a respect- 


ful silence, though less than six months ago 
it was the rallying-cry of that party and the 
issue of all issues which it proposed to make 
in the Presidential campaign. It will not be 
heard of among the delegates. It will not be 
mentioned in the address of either Tempo- 
rary of Permanent Chairman. It will not 
figure asa plank in the platform. No stump 
speaker will dare to touch it in his most auda- 
cious flights of eloquence, By common and 
mournful consent not even the most distant 
allusion will be made to it. Tus Trreuns re- 
fers to the so-called Billion Dollar Congress. 

When the present impotent and incompe- 
tent majority of the House assembled at 
Washington one of its first official acts was to 
pass a resolution offered by the Chairman of 
the Appropriations committee condemning 
without stint the alleged extravagance of the 
so-called Billion Dollar Congress and an- 
nouncing to the country that the Fifty-second 
Congress would keep down the expenses of the 
government to the legitimate cost of running 
it. Backed by this resolution, and with the 
halo of economy about bis head, Mr. Holman 
flamboyantly announced the Fifty-second 
Cungress would reduce the expenditures, as 
compared with those of the Fifty-first, by not 
less than 100 million dollars. There can be 
no question that Mr. Holman in his narrow, 
parsimonious, scrimping way undertook to 
make good his promise. He labored day and 
night to economize, but alas for his efforts, 
the other 234 Democrats were working against 
him. While he was saving at the spigot in 
small, mean ways, they were wasting at the 
bung in large and generous fashion; at last 
he finds that the appropriations by this Con- 
gress up to the present time have been greater 
than those made in corresponding bills up to 
a corresponding date in the last or Billion 
Dollar Congress. He acknowledges it with- 
out any effort at concealment or glossing it 
over. In a talk with the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Albany (N. I.) Erening Jour- 
nal Mr. Holman tearfully says: 

I feel that this Congress has not done what it 
should have done in the way of reducing expendi- 
tures. It seems to me that it is forfeiting the 
claim which the Democratic party expected to 
make, and might have made, for the credit of an 
economical administration of the affairs of the 
government. The total of the appropriation bills 
is over $20,000,000 greater thus, far than the corre- 
sponding appropriations made in the last Congress. 
When you add to this the fact that the River and 
Harbor bill passed by this Congress really pro- 
vides for the expenditure of nearly $50,000,000, in- 
stead of $21,000,000, which it apparently appro- 
priates, it makes it impossible for us to go before 
the people witha claim of having been econom- 
ical. Itis a matter of great regret with me, for I 
feel that without this record of economy we shall 
have very little to commend this Congress, or the 
Democratic party Which we represent, to the 


country. 
Comparing this statement with that made 


in the Holman resolution of last December 
the gap between prontige and fulfillment is 
tremendous. In place of a noble band of 
economists we have an ignoble, disorganized, 
rapacious band of corrupt spendthrifts with- 


out a head or control of any kind, without 


rules that can expedite legislation, without 
any impelling motive except personal greed, 
and now without the ability to cut down ap- 
propriations without crippling the govern- 
ment. The House majority is an acephalous 
mob of demagogues and charlatans. The 
wise saying of Roscoe Conkling, Give the 
Democrats rope enough and they always will 
hang themselres’’’ has come true. And the 
tearful Holman admits it. 

For these sufficient reasons no mention will 
be made in the Democratic National conven- 
tion of the Billion Dollar Congress. No plank 
in its platform will condema the expenditures 
of that Congress. We have it in Mr. Holiman’s 
own words that this Congress has forfeited 
the claim which the Democratic pacty ex- 
pected to make for the credit of an econom- 
ical administration of the affairs of the gov- 
ernment, and without this record of econ- 
omy we shall have very little to commend 
this Congress or the Democratic party which 
we represent to the country.“ Mr. Holman is 
correct in his prognostication, but the area of 
Democratic shortcomings is not confined to 
the item of colossal, corrupt, and profligate 
expenditures of the people's money. It is 
illimitable in its extent, and the people will so 
declare in November. 


WORKINGS OF THE GRESHAM LAW. 

By aslip of the pen Tus Trisune said the 
other day that Under the Gresham law the 
better always exclules the poorer money.”’ 
As the context showed, however, just the re- 
verse was meant. Subject to certain limita- 
tions that principle, that the worse drives out 
the better, is as true today as when it was 
enunciated three centuries ago. 

Sir Thomas Gresham, a London merchant 
and a man of considerable ability, had a good 
deal to do with the governthent finances of 
his period. He was employed during the 
reigns of Edward VI., Mary, and Elizabeth, 
to negotiate numerous foreign and domestic 
loans. The currency was then in a deplorable 
state, owing to its debasement by successive 
monarchs, and various attempts to improve it 
by the issue of honest-weight coins did not 
help matters, for the latter went at once to 
the melting pot. ‘then it was that Gresham 
noticed the fact that where two sorts of money 
circulate together, the inferior will drive out 
the better. 

As applied to the present state of affairs that 
law may be stated thus: That two kinds of 
money, having a different intrinsic value but 
possessing the same legal tender value, cannot 
circulate side by side in unlimited quantities, 
The mowent that the aggregate amount of the 
two kinds of money becomes excessive, then 
the Gresham. law begins to operate. Then 
men try to pay their debts with the least val- 
uable kind of money, while the more valuable 
one, which is worth as much abroad as it ever 
was, goes there for the payment of debts. 

Thus far the Gresham law has not come 
into operation in the United States because 
the goid and silver legal tender dollars de not 
cireulate in unlimited quantities. Thereis half 
a billion of silver in circulation which is 
intrinsically worth only 68 cents on the doliar, 
but it has remained at par with gold because 
the total amount of the currency has not bean 
in excess of the needs of the people and hence 
the gold standard Las been preserved. Owing 
to the rapid growth of the country in popula. 
tion and produetiveness it has required, ar 


currency which would otherwise have had 
serious cons:quences. The present accumula- 
tion of money in the banks at the great fin- 
ancial centers would seem to indicate that the 
currency is being enlarged in volume more 
rapidly than is necessary 

If the silver people had their sweet will and 
all the uncoined and idle coined silver of the 
world were to be taken to the United States 
inints and exchanged there for Treasury notes 
or silver certiticates the latter would at once 
be thrown into circulation, Then the Gresh- 
am law would come inte operation. The 
total amount of the circulating medium being 
ia excess of the needs of the people, the gold 
would immediately disappear from circula- 
tion as it did during the war. At that time 
the poorer legal tenders issued in enormous 
quantities drove it out. The unlimited coin- 
age of silver would have the same effect today. 


THE READING COMBINE. 

At last Friday's session of the House at 
Washington Mr. Wise of Virginia presented a 
report of the Committee on Inter-State and 
Foreign Commerce in reference to the Read- 
ug combine. It was based upon a resolution 
offered four months ago by Mr. Stout of 
Michigan. The committee considered that 
while the resolution may be inaccurate in 
some of its statements it furnishes sufficient 
grounds for an inquiry by Congress into a 
matter which vitally affects the interests of 
the people of the United States. It 1s cur- 
rently believed and confidently alleged that a 
combination has been formed between. the 
three leading anthratite coal roads with the 
companies which they control for the pur- 
pose of creating a monopoly in the production 
and transportation of anthracite coal and to 
control its price in the market, that such 
price has already been advanced without any 
other excuse than to further the interests of 
the monopoly, and that said combinations 
propose to effect a still further advance. As 
it is apparent that State legislation or action 
is insufficient to cope with these cornbinations 
it is of vital importance to ascertain whether 
such alleged combination; or similar ones 
exist, and, if so, whether any law of Congress 
has been violated by the companies and col- 
lateral companies said to form such combina- 
tion; also to consider what additional legisla- 
tion by Congtess may be gecessary, expedi- 
ent, and proper. The action on which this 
report was based had stated that the railroads 
named represent a nominal capital of $600,- 
000,000, the plant of which could be dupli- 
cated for half that sum. 

The conimittee reported a resolution to the 
effect that it or ad portion of its membership 
be empowered and directed No investigate at 
the earliest practicable motnént whether such 
combinations do exist for any legal and im- 
proper purpose, and, if they do, then to inquire 
into the effects thereof on the production, 
transportation, distribution, and price of an- 
thracite coal and upon commerce among the 
several States, and to repprt thereon, with 
such recommendations as may be agreed upoa 
by the committee, the cost of the investiga- 
tion not to exceed $10,000. 

The committee also presented a communi- 
cation from the Inter-State Commerce Cotm- 
mission stating that the act to regulate com- 
merce does not confer upon it jurisdiction of 
maéters which relate only to dealings between 


the railroad companies and have no bearing 


upon the rights of the public to impartial 
treatment aud reasonable and equal charges 
ip the transportation of inter-State commerce, 
The magnitude of the railroad deal referred 
to is calculated to arouse grave apprehensions 
of resultant injury to the public welfare, but 
the commission cannot investigate it until its 
attention is called to some contravention of 
the Inter-State law, But the commission has 
already decided in one case which may have 
an important bearing on thig; that the acqui- 
sition and eonsolidation by a rail carrier under 
one system of management of different com- 
peting lines of road sérving the same territory 
in the carriage of competitive traffic to the 
same markets cannot creat} a right on the 
part of the carrier to take advantage of the 
consolidation of interests tovleprive the pub- 
lic of the benefits of fair ctynpetition, Nor 
can it afford a warrant fq¢ oppressive dis- 
crimination with a view to }s own interests, 
such ag equalizing profits frq p the several di- 
visions by makmg rates anf charges for one 
division that give profitable }.jarkets to a por- 
tion of its patrons and ther rates and 
charges for another divisiont¢hat are destruc. 
tive to the pursuits of otheſ pat rous who are 
competitors in the same buaijgféss: but its duty 
to the public requires that ii hervice must be 
alike to all who are situated Mike. 

The consideration of tes matter in the 
House was deferred by cou wiOn consent till a 
place could be found for {without interfer- 
ing with the business al y arranged for. 
But it was understood the resolution will be 
reached shortly, and theres thus reason to 
believe that this iniquitoug}combine will be 
fully investigated with a view to protecting 
the public frem its rapacity. It will be a 
great pity if the combination is allowed to 
override the people on the plan proposed by it 
and partly carried out Whereby consumers 
are to be taxed to pay big dividends on stock 
one-half of which is dirty water.

OUR CORN IN GERMANY. i 
It has hitherto been supposed that the only 
obstacles to the general use of American corn 
in Europe are the conservatism which make 
people in the Old World slow to walk in new 
paths and lack of information on the subjects 
But it appears thatis not all. An active op- 
position to its use has arisen in Germany, the 
one country in which it has gained the strong- 
est hold as food for the people. The Millers’ 
Association of Germany is making a crusade 
against it, probably because of an ungrounded 
fear that the movement to introduce corn 
bread threatens them with a partial loss of 
business. They have raised a storm of objec. 
tions, and are fighting as bitterly as the arti- 
sans of England did a few years ago against 
the introduction of machinery and steam 
power. 
These millers are claiming that corn food is 
net only unwholesome but often positively 
injurious. They allege that it is the direct 


cause of pellagra, a disease which is endemic ; 
It is 


in some parts of Southern Europe. 
traced to a poison formed during the hot 
months by putrefaction in the maize por- 
ridge (polenta) which forms the chief food 
of acertain class of Italian workmen. The 
disease often proves fatal in afew years, and 
many of those suffering from it become in- 
sane. It should be sufficient to show that this 
disease is utterly unknown in the United 
States, though corn is used here as human 
food in large quantities, and it is understood 
that during our civil war the principal food 
of both armies consisted of corn. So the 
dreaded disease is not caused by the use of 
American corn, however it may be with that 
grown in other countries, 

_ Col, Murphy, the gentleman through whose 
efforts the people of Germany. England, and 
France have begun to eat bread, puddings, 
etc., made from our corn, has written a letter 
of explanation which is published in some of 
the German papers. He says that a great 
deal of the maize which is grown in Italy ig 


not properly cated for when the crop is gath 


ered.- Hence it becomes moldy and bad, 


When eaten by the peasants in that condition . 


as an exclusive diet they become itl, as would 


be the case if they should eat bad wheat, rye, 


tains more oil or fat than does wheat or rye, 


hence it tends to spoil’ more quickly. In 
America the fatty germ or heart is taken out 
by a process well known here, though but few 
European tillers are familiar with it. The 
corn thus degerminated. keeps good as long 
as wheat or rye and is better adapted for 
mixing with other cereals, besides being less 
sweet. The Italian maize is not thus deger- 
minated, neither is it ever kiln dried. Both 


these processes are peculiar to the United | 


States, though it is less necessary here than 
in Italy. Corn requires a dry climate, hot 
summers, and severe winters to cure into 
good condition as well as to grow the kernel. 

It is well known by the medical profession 
that corn is more digestible than wheat or 
rye, as it contains less gluten. Many physi- 
cians regard it as a remedy for indigestion, 
which is a leading symptom in the Italian 
pellagra. That disease is unknown in Mexico, 
where all classes are free eaters of corn. The 
assertion that corn is not a wholesome food is 
characterized by Mr. Murphy as equally ridic- 
ulous and unsupported as the rumor spread 
by the wheat dealers in Ireland when corn was 
sent over to the starving Irish people in 1846. 
Those fellows alleged that people became 
black tlirough eating it, and said that was the 
reason why so many negroes were found in 
the Southern States of America. 

There is room to hope that this opposition 
will do good instead of harm. it will result 
in calling the attention. of the toiling masses 
of Europe to the value of American corn as 
an article of food. They will gather from the 
discussion that corn is cheap as compared 
with wheat or rye, while having a nutritive 
value equal to either and four times as great 
as that of the potato. The corn bread is now 
sold by many bakeries in Berlin at about 20 
per cent less than the same weight of rye 
bread, and they have a large patronage. It 
may take a few years yet to extend the benefit 
of corn bread to all other parts of the Ger- 
man Empire, And still more to induce the 
French, English, and other peoples to use it 
in preference to the kind of food they now 
consume. But it is a reform that is bound to 
spread, and may be expected td do so all the 
more rapidly as a legitimate action from 
the prejudice sought to be excited against it 
by a few intérested sellers of bread made 
from other grain.

RUNNING A RAILROAD IN SPAIN. 


Engineers Stop to View the Sichts and Con- 
ducters Go Hunting. 

Contemporury Review: I had been told 
about Spanish trains not being punctual, of 
Spanish clocks varying, and so forth, but bo- 
tween Barcelona and Valencia I found I still 
had some things to learn. Of course the train 
could not go on until the stationmaster had 
done his coffee, nor could the engine be got to 


move till the driver had finished flirting; the 


swash-buckler guard, armed with sword and 
carbine, has also affairs of his own 
which may unexpectedly be permitted to 
control the Sparish pilgrim’s progress. But 
what is this? In open country, miles from 
any station, the train suddenly pulls up. I 
had noticed a man gallopmg across the 
country. Well, he had been thrown iu an ad- 
jacent neld. The villagers were assisting him 
to rise: one held his horse. The group caught 
the engine driver's eyc; he simply stopped 
the train out of sheer curiosity. Further, 
will it be believed, that most of the people 
got out and ran to jom the gaping group? 
And we actually stopped on this idle errand 
for about twenty minutes, to the great con- 
tent, apparently, of all but half a dozen Eu- 
glish, including myself, and two American 
ladies. 

Night came, but no rast fer me, the first- 
class carriage bemyg by that time not only 
crowded, but filthy. The official ticket col- 
lector was among us. Beside his uniform he 
wore a hunting-pouck and had brought his 
fowling-mece. After snipping our tickets he 
smoked himseif to sleep. As day dawned he 
woke up and got talkative. He then coolly 
told the astonished travelers that, although 
bound to inspect tickets for another 
fifty miles, he should. get out at the 
next station, have a little shoot- 
ing on the Sierra Morona Mountains, 
and catch the return train about mid- 
day. Thetrain soon stopped; he wished us 
alla polite good-by, raising his official cap, 
got out with his gun and pouch, and we saw 
him no more. I ventured openly to disap- 
prove of his conduct. A Spanish gentleman 
shrugged his shoulders sympathetically, but 
seemed astonished when we talked of report- 
ing the inspector, as if Spain could not go on 
all if this sort of foreign intervention were 
countenanced. at once appreciated the 
situation. I felt that to bother an employe in 
his amusements in Spain was like robbing 
the poor man of his beer in England. The 
moralist within me became dumb; I sank to 
the Spanish level, and held my peace. 


HAS RETIRED FROM THE PRESIDENCY. 


Dr. Joseph F. Tattie Delivers His Last Bac- 
cnlaureate at Wab wh College. 

- CRAWFORDSVILLE, Iud., June 13.— Special.] 
— Dr. Joseoh Farrand Tuttle has delivered his 
last baccalaureate ser- 
mon as President of 
Wabash College, and 
now retires after thirty 
years’ service in the 
position he has filled so 
well, the oldest col- 
lege President in point 
of office in the whole 
country. 

Dr. Tuttle was born 
in New Jersey in 1818, 
but acquired his edu- 
cation in the West, 
graduating from Mari- 
etta College. Ohio, and 

PRESIDENT TUTTLE. three years later from 
Jayne Seminary, where he had been the spe- 
cial protégé of the great Lyman Beecher. 

After his ordination as a Presbyterian min- 
ister he was pastor of a flourishing church in 
Rockaway, N. J., until 1862. when he was 
called to the Presidency of Wabash College. 

In all things the college has prospered under 
his administration, and although he found it a 
weakling its assets are now $1,000,000 with no 
liabilities. The college is the only institution 
in the State not admitting women, and its atti- 
tude in this direction is due to the influence of 
Dr. Tuttle, with whose old school ideas coed- 
ucation is not consistent. He has maintained 
a strict moral standard at Wabash College, 
and although its students are notorious all 
over the country for their peculiar demonstra- 
tions and class rivalry it is a remarkable fact 
that drunkenness and attendant evils gre 
wholly unknown. 

Dr. Tattle will continue his residence in 
Crawfordsville, where he is possessed of a 
large property. His successor has not yet 
deen chosen. 


QUASHED TWO OF THE INDICTMENTS. 


District- Attorney Allen Nolles Two Against 
Maverick Bank Officials, 

Bostox, Mass., June 13.— [Special. United 
States District-Attorney Allen has nolled two 
of the indictments returned by the grand jury 
against the Maverick bank officials, The first 
charges Mr. Potter with misapplymg $39,000, 
The first. count alleged the misapplication of 
$25,000 by means of a note. and then in setting 
out the note oue for $14,000, signed by W. A 


Connolly, was inserted. The second 
count alleged the misapplication of

and T. H. Pearson. In this indictment the 
offense was alleged to have been committed 
ip 1890, and the facts alleged in proof were al- 
leged to have been committed in 1891.

VIOLATED THE INTEK-STATE LAW. 


Omi! Sirup Shipper Pleads Guilty 
and Sentence Is Suspended, 

Omana, Neb., June 13,—[Special.]—Dan 
Farrell Jr., the sirup manufacturer, and Ed- 
win H. Sharp appeared before the United 
States Court this morning to answer to an in- 
dictment for violating the Inter-State Com- 
merce law. The grand jury discovered that a 
mixed carload of fruit, jellies, sirups, etc., 
manutactured by Farrell & Co., had been 
shipped to Salt Lake and billed through as a 
carlot of one item, thus saving 40 cents on 
the 100 pounds. Farrell claimed profound 
ignorance of the deal. 

Sharp, who is Farrell’s shipping clerk, said 
that he had been approached — an inspector, 
who offered to manfpulate the bill of lading 
for the consideration of $10. Thinking tosave 
his employer a snug sum Sharp fell into what 
proved to be a trap. When the case qame up 
this morning there was no jury, no motion, 
no evidence; nothing but an announcement 
by the District-Attorney that an agree- 
ment had been reached. Farrell, who 
seemed to be ignorant of the transaction, was 
acquitted. Sharp pleaded guilty as charged 
in the indictment. Sentence was suspended. 
There is no minimum punishment for a 
breach of the inter-State laws, the maximum 
punishment being a fine of $5,900 or impris- 
onment in the penitentiary for two years, or 
both. This is the first conviction under the 
Inter-State Commerce law in this city.

with a depth of 500 feet. The gem-bear- 
ing clay, when extracted, is spread over an 
enormous space of level ground, from 
which the grass and ‘bushes have been re- 
moved, | 

The ground is covared to the depth of about 
one foot withthe blue clay, whichis simply per- 
mitted to undergy the influence of sun and 
moisture. These haye the effect of making it 
soft, so that big chynks, which are as hard 
as ordinary sandstone when taken from the 
mine, soon begin tocrumble. At this stage 
the getting of the diamonds assumes the nat- 
ure rather of farming than of mining, the clay 
being continually harrowed to assist pulveriza- 
tion. After three months this part of the 
process is considered complete, and the blue 
clay is carried to very large, elaborate, and 
costly washing machines, in which by means 
of running water the precious stones are sep- 
arated from the raw material. By this per- 
formance 100 loads of the clay are concen- 
trated into one joad of diamondiferous stuff. 

This stuff, which in appearance is a mass of 
biue and dark colored pebbles of all shapes, is 
passed over to another machine to get rid of 
more of the waste earth. Then it is placed in 
large gobs on tables, we it is sorted while 
wet by white men, and after it is dry by na- 
tives. The sorters work with smali trowels, 
and their accuracy in separating the diamonds 
from the other substances id remarkable, inas- 
much as the gems are comparatively dull in 
their natural and uncut state. They occur in 
all shades from deep yellow to bine white, 
from deep brown to light brown, and in a 
great variety of greens, blues, and pinks. The 
most valuable are in the pure white and deep 
orange, They vary in size from that of a pin’s 
head upward, the biggest one yet found 
weighing 428 carats. It was ent and exhibited 
ut the Paris Exposition, weighing after it was 
cut 228 carats. : 

After being sorted the diamonds are sent 
daily to the general .office of the mines under 
an armed escort. and are there delivered to the 
appraisers in charge. First they are cleaned 
by boiling in a mixture of nitric and sulphuric 
acids, .after which they are carefully sorted 
again in respect to size, color, and purity. The 
room in the company's office where they are 
then displayed offers a mosé striking specta- 
cle. It is lighted by large windows, under- 
neath which runs a broad counter covered 
Upon the latter

precious. stones of ihdescribablé variety. In 
this room are kept 60,000 carats, the daily 
production of the mines being about 5,500 
carats, On an average 100 tons of blue clay 
will yield 100 carats of diamonds, | 

When the diamonds have been valued they 
are sold in parcela to local buyers, who repre- 
sent the leading digmond merchants of Eu- 
rope. The size of a parcel varies from a few 
thousands to tens of thousands 6f carats. In 
one instance, threo ars ago; nearly a quarter 
of a million of carats were sold in one lot to a 
single purchaser. The vompany sustains a 
lose of from 10 to 15: per cent of its produc- 
tion by stealing, it ig; reckoned.

White men would never submit to such a 
performance, says Lord Randolph Churchill, 
but the native sustains the indignity with 
cheerful equanimity, feeling himself repaid 
by the high wages he earns. After passing 
through the searching room the workmen go, 
still in a state of nudity, to their apartments 
in the compound, where they find blankets 
in which to wrap themselves for the night. 
Duri the evening the clothes which they 
have left behind them are carefully and 
minutely searched and are restored to their 
owners in the morning. The precautions 
which are taken a few days before the natives 
leave the compound, their engagement being 
terminated, to recover diamonds which they 
may have swallowed are more easily imag- 
ined than described. A law of exceptional 
rigor punishes illicitdiamond buyingin South 
Africa, Under the statute the ordinary pre- 
sumption of the law in favor of the accused 
disappears, the accused person having to prove 
his innocence in the clearest manner. 

Sentences of from five to fifteen years’ im- 
prisonment are frequently passed on persons 
convicted of purchasing diamonds from others 
who have stolen them. In that region such a 
crime seems to be regarded as about as bad 
as homicide. Nevertheless, as has been said, 
great numbers of the gems are stolen, the 
great outlet for such contraband stones being 
through the Transyaal to Natal. Most in- 
genious ruses are adopted by illicit dealers for 
conveying stolen diamonds out of Kimberley. 
The boundary of the Transvaal — 
ing within a few miles of Kimberley 
thieves can quickly get across it and 
be safe. Recently one of them, a very notori- 
ous person, was seen leaving Kimberley on 
horseback for the Transvaal. He was seized 
on suspicion by the police on the border and 
was thoroughly searched. Nothing was 
found on him, and he was perforce allowed to 
proceed. No sooner was be well across the 
boundary than, while yet under the eyes of 
the detectives, he fleliberately shot and cut 
open his horse, extracting from its stomach a 
large parcel of diamonds, which, befoge start- 
ing on the journey, had been administered to 
the animal in the form ofa bolus,
